\ yrOST significant in the annou ncem ent of the 
. V. 
aw ard of ‘ M aster F a rm e r’ to fiv e N eb ras­ 
kans and one Colorado man in Lincoln Tu esday 
night was the size of the farm operated. 
It was said to comprise as a composite form 879 
acres, of which 39 4 acres were in cu ltiv ation, and 
327 
acres 
in 
pastu re. 
The 
composite 
“M aster 
Farm er” annu ally m aintained ab ou t tw enty-fiv e 
head of b eef cattle and nine milk cows. 
Instantly the thou ght occu rs w hat has b ecome 
of the old homesteads of 160 acres, or a q u arter 
section of land, which, it was b eliev ed, was su f­ 
ficient to prov ide b oth a home and a .fu tu re for 
hu ndreds of thou sands of land-hu ngry and home- 
hu ngry men and women. Peace and happiness 
were fou nd on thos» homesteads in the years fol­ 
lowing the Civ il war, in the years when stream ­ 
ing lines of settlers were mov ing into the west. 
The accru m ent in land v alu es arising ou t of set­ 
tlem ent m ade farm ing profitab le, added to the 
yearly earnings of that which cou ld b e taken from 
the soil, and in the end following a life of indu s­ 
try and planning prov ided that nest egg to tide the 
farm er ov er rainy days, and to prov ide for old 
age. That is the change which has come in farm ­ 
ing, a change giv en little emphasis, b u t one of 
the factors that created a farm prob lem after set­ 
tlem ent had b een completed. Did the land of it­ 
self create the Am erican .standard or was the 
Amierican standard in part du e to the dev elop­ 
ment of enormou s areas? 
T hat does not in any way detract from the fine 
t'hiev em en ts of the men signally honored Tu es­ 
day night, or their families, who b y their indu stry, 
tlieir hab its of farm ing, and their planting made a 
distinct su ccess.

the poultrj men ab out some point­ 
ers in producing healthy turkeys 
at a profit. Other morning speak­ 
ers included: Harry Knudsen, of 
Omaha; Dr. Peter Simonsen, Hoop­ 
er, and Dr. W. T. Spender, Omaha. 
The Neb raska Livestock Breed­ 
ers’ association opened its three- 
day meetings. The forenoon was 
spent largely in discussing the 
roughage prob lem and how to uti­ 
lize the immense amount of feed 
availab le in Neb raska this year. 
B eef Crow Praised. 
It was R. A. Spence of Crab 
Orchard who put in a good w’ord 
for the b eef cow and calf. To­ 
gether with his father, Spence 
owns 80 Angus b reeding cows 
on a farm ab out 50 miles south­ 
east of Lincoln. 
They lengthen 
the grazing season and shorten 
the winter feeding period as much 
as possib le, figuring it costs ab out 
half as much to carry a cow a 
month on grass as it does on feed. 
Spence estimated it costs $25 
to $30 to produce a b eef calf 
to weaning time, including all 
normal losses and other ex penses. 
The farmer must produce a good 
quality b eef calf worth more than 
that figure to make a profit, he 
ob served. 
“I should like to emphasize that 
b eef cows and calves will furn­ 
ish a good market for roughage 
and grass produced on the farm,” 
Spence declared. “Raising calves 
at home can insure a quality of 
produce difficult to purchase.” 
Ross Miller urged farmers to 
give the horse and mule some con­ 
sideration as a source of farm 
power b efore dooming them to 
ob livion. He emphasized the ani­ 
mals consume cheap roughage. He 
said colts may b e raised as cheap­ 
ly in Neb raska as any other place 
in the United States,

Bridges said the purchase plan >s 
“a deal which PWA has just en­ 
gineered with certain Wall street 
b ankers and a white hou.se favorite 
‘financial wizard’ to pull some of 
PWA’s chestnuts out of the fire.” 
He specifically demanded an in­ 
vestigation as to whether there <s 
any connection b etween Guy C. 
Myers, financial agent for the Ne­ 
b raska districts, and J. D. Ross, 
appraiser, who recommended a 
price of $20,195,991 b e paid for 
the Iowa - Neb raska C o m p a n y . 
Ross, according to PWA officials, is 
a former associate of Myers in 
pub lic ventures in the Pacific 
northwest. 
Ross Replies. 
This demand b rought from Ross, 
at Seattle, the statement Bridges 
“won’t even have to investigate— 
he can have all the facts anytime 
he wants them.” Ross is head of 
the Bonneville dam authority. 
Ross said he was not associated 
with Myers ex cept Myers was aid­ 
ing in financing the proposed Ne­ 
b raska purchases. 
Bridges declared congress should 
investigate whether the Neb raska 
districts, if they could not acquire 
$90,000,000 worth of “profitab le 
private utilities," would not soon 
b e known as the “outstanding folly 
of the New Deal.” 
He further asserted the districts 
plan to issue $90,000,000 in b onds 
to finance the purchases, with 
Myers getting a fee o t 2 ^2 per cent 
or approx imately $2,225,000. 
FoIIcms Ickes’ Statement. 
The repub lican senator’s demand 
followed Secretary Ickes’ recent 
statem ent that PWA has approved 
a change in indenture governing 
the b onds which the government 
holds on the Central Neb raska 
and the Loup river districts. Under 
the change the government’s b onds 
would b e secured b y a first lien 
on revenue from the district’s 
hydro plants instead of a first lien 
on all income, as formerly. 
If the purchase plan is carried 
out the b onds issued to private 
b anking houses to finance the pur­ 
chase would b e secured b y a first 
lien on Income from the distrib u­ 
tion facilities purchased. 
The third large state-formed, 
PWA-financed power unit in No. 
b raska—the Platte Valley Pub lic 
Power and Irrigation district—was 
not included

change, although it joined the 
other districts in their request for 
it. PWA officials said the district 
might apply later for an indenture 
change so it could participate m 
the utility purchase plan.

gathering of 200 at a banquet of 
the university Arts and Sciences 
college faculty 
at 
the 
Student 
Union 
building. The 
chancellor 
stated that members of the plan­ 
ning board and of the sub-com­ 
mittee conducting the survey are 
“ men of 
high 
calibre who are 
taking their job seriously.” 
Dr. Boucher, who is a member 
of a body of experts engaged to 


aid the sub-committee, declared 
an honest 
report 
could be ex­ 
pected since the aim of the com­ 
mittee is to determine the relative 
merits of the varices institutions 
with a view to distributing avail­ 
able funds fairly among them. 
The efforts of the board, he 
pointed out, w ill compensate to 
some extent for the present scar­ 
city of financial resources avail­ 
able for educational purposes. He 
w’arned that no single institution, 
college, or department could ex­ 
pect to be favored 
over 
others 
beyond its rightful needs. There 
w ill also be a “ clear cut alloca­ 
tion of functions” which, he said, 
does not now exist between cer­ 
tain institutions of higher learn­ 
ing in the state. 
Dr. Pfeilcr Spea ks, 
Some “ facts and fiction in and 
about central Europe” were dis­ 
cussed by Dr. Wiliam K. Pfeiler, 
professor of German at the uni­ 
versity. 
Nowhere in Europe can a per­ 
son get all viewpoints as is possi­ 
ble in the United States, asserted 
Pfeiler w’ho spent last summer in 
various European countries.
